‘Io prevent a repetition of fach difturban- 
ceya-congregation of three Cardifials was appointed, 
whoordered 2000 foldiers, with artillery, to take polt 
in the public fquares. Five ofthe gates were fhut, and 
Cardinal Doria, in the name of the Pope, iffu:d the 
following proclamation to the people : 

“ Romans, wife and virtuous Romans, your dear fa- 
ther, your fovereign, {peaks to you by me. He in- 
forms you that he has received notice of the approach of 
a French army againft this ca ital; and he is aflured 
that it does not come to act holtilely againft you. Fear 
not, therefore, but take courage from*the prefence of 
his holinefs, Full of confidence, infpired by the public 
conduct and magnanimity of the French Republic, your 
forereign fecls no alarm. Animated with the greateft 
tendernefs towards you, he will not forfake you, at any 
time when you may be expofed to danger.” , 

Oa the 8th an exprefs arrived at Rome, with inteél- 
ligence that the Neapolitan envoy, .the Prince di Bel- 
monti, who on the 6th had fet out to meet General 
Berthier, bad at Foligno, had a conference with him, 
relative to the fate of Rome; when General. Berthier 
declared that he could not receive the Papal Deputation 
which was on its way, and confifted of Cardinal’ Si- 
nigaglia, and two other perfons, in confequence of the 
initractions he had received fim the Directory at Pa- 
ris, ‘“['he deputation will thgrefore be fent back to 
Rome, under an efcort of French dragoons. 

On the oth the Spanith Minifter at Rome, the Che- 
valier Azzara, likewife fet.out for the French camp ; 
and the Princes Giuttiniani and Gabrielli went to meet 
General Berthier, as chiefs of the armed Roman citi- 
zens. On the oth a great quantity of bread and forage 
was collected at Rome. for the French troops; 4000 
men were appointed for the garrifon of the caftle of St 
Angelo, and General Berthier was accompanied by his 
whole General Staff, and a ftrong body of dragoons.

Mr Pitt faid, that the details of the plan he’ meant 
to fubmit to the Ho#, as a fub‘titute forthe tax upon 
clocks and watches were rigt fufficiently prepared to be 
entered upon that evening,, He now. rofe.to give no- 
tice, that when the Houi¢e went into the Committee on 
the report on the petitions apaintt this tix; he’ fhould, 
mercly move a relaitdbs, that the duty do ceafé, and 
on Friday next he would flate the {pecitic , propolitions 
he intended for..the confideration of the Houfe. The 
outline of this plan he could at prefent ftate to ‘be 
an additional impoft amounting to 1-7th or 1-3th of the 
whole fum now raifed from the articles he had alluded 
to yefterday, which would bring in nearly the fame: fn 
as the watch tax was ellimated at, viz. 200,o0c]. It 
was alfo his intention to propofe fome meafurés for the 
confolidation of the affefied taxes, and for'almore fpee- 
dy and efficient mode of collecting them, 

The Houfe refolyed into a Committee to confider of 
the report on the clock and watch tax petitions. 

Mr Pitt then obferved, that the effe which the 
tax had had upon.a very induftrious and very ufejul part 
of the community was not forefeen at the timesit was 
impofed. ‘Though a tar larger fum were procured by 
this duty than what it had been calculated at, yet, upon 
the ftatement of fuch facts as were contained in the re- 
port now before the Houfe, they ought to have no hefi- 
tation in. repealing. ity and having recourfe to fome o- 
ther mode of railing a fimilar fupply. He had already’ 
given notice of the articles upon which he meant to 
raife a fubltitute for this duty, viz.—inhabited houfes, 
window-lights, horfes,ufed in husbandry, and dogs— 
and fhould at prefent content himfelf with moving its 
repeal. At the fame time, he’ begged leave to obferve, 
that this meafure had no reference whatever to the ad- 
ditional affeffment lately laid upon the affefled taxes. 

Thefe taxes were made a criterion for a contribution, 
and the operation of that criterion cannot now effect the 
dealer in clocks and watches. He withed it therefore 
to be clearly undet{tood that the encreafed affeflinent 
was to remain unaltered by the repeal of the duty on 
clocks and watches. He concluded by moving, ** that 
it. is the opinion of this Committee that'the duty on 
clocks and watches do ceafe and determine,” A- 
greed to. 

The Houfe being refumed,the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee reported progrefs, and afked leave to fit again on 
Friday, which was ordered. Adjourned.
